street car fares in Atlanta. 

To this committee was referred the 
resolution introduced in council by 
Councilman Orville H. Hall, which 
sets forth that the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company is now charging 
an excessive rate for street car fares, 
and that tickets should be sold at the 
rate of eight for 25 cents for school 
children and working people, and six 
for 25 cents for all other patrons. 
These figures wére placed in the pe- 
tition as a tentative proposition, as 
some specified amount was required to 
present. to the railroad commission. 
The petition, in other words, demands 
an investigation of street car rates, 
and asks the railroad commission to 
name such rates as will be just and 
equitable to all parties concerned. 

Movement Now Widespread. 

Since The Constitution demanded 
some two weeks ago a cheaper street 
car fare on the trolley cars in the 
city, the movement has become wide- 
spread until there has never been any 
agitation of the kind in Atlanta which 
has met with more general public ap- 
proval. Hundreds of citizens have, 
through The Constitution, made it 
clear and emphatic that they want the 
question of street car fares investigat- 
ed. The Atlanta Post, of the Travel- 
ers’ Protective Association, as stated 
in Sunday’s Constitution, has, by a 
unanimous vote, indorsed the pro- 
posed investigation of street car fares 
and has asked that the investigation 
be held without any delay. 

In fact, there can scarcely be found 
a person in Atlanta who does not wish 
the investigation to take place, and 
at once. 

The only objection that was ever 
raised to the city council calling for 
an investigation before the railroad 
commission was that it might either 
interfere with the petition for lower 
rates for electric light and power or

COCKS FORESAW 
1 A'S ATTITUDE 


Former Oyster Bay Congressman 
Discusses Colonel's Statement, 


Cocks, for six years a 
member of congress from Colonel 
Roosevelt's district, who is stopping 
in Atlanta en route from the Pacific 
coast to New York, was deeply inter- 
ested last night when shown a tele- 
gram from New York stating that Col- 
onel Roosevelt would accept the re- 
publican nomination for president if 
it was tendered him. 

"IT expected as much,” was his com- 
ment after reading the telegram. 

“Do you believe that he will be ten- 
dered the nomination?’ he was asked, 

“That I cannot say, but from my ob- 
servations in the southwest and other 
parts of the country, I believe that he 
is growing in strength all of the 
time.” 

Mr. Cocks just finishing six 
months’ tour of the country. He went 
west by way of the northern states, 
spending some time in the Rocky 
Mountains, and then to the Pacific 
coast, His return has been by a south- 
ernly route, and he has stopped in sev. 
eral of the principal cities of the south- 
west. 

Mr. Cocks was for six years the re- 
publican congressman from the Oyster 
Bay district, and is a personal friend 
of Colonel Roosevelt, who stumped his 
district for him in his last race. He 
said last night that as yet he had ex- 
pressed no preference for a republican 
presidential candidate, but intimated 
that he would line up for Roosevelt. 
In fact, he declared that he would sup- 
port Colonel Roosevelt in the event 
that his candidacy was pushed at the 
convention. 

Conditions In Texas. 

“My traveis have been through that 
section of the country inhabited by the 
so-called insurgents,’ said Mr. Cocks 
with a smile, “and my last visits have 
been in Texas, where, as you know, Col- 
onel Roosevelt is very popular person- 
ally. Of course, his popularity in Texas 
will do him little good at the polls, 
as that state is always democratic, but 
the vote of the Texas delegation will 
go a long ways toward lining up the 
entire southwest in the convention. 

“Throughout the entire southwest 
Colonel Roosevelt is popular, and I 
believe that the sentiment for him is 
rapidly growing.” 

Mr. Cocks would not discuss the ad- 
ministration of President Taft, and 
said that he preferred not to be quoted 
as to Taft's chances for securing the 
nomination.

POWER TO INVADE 
MEAIL REPUBLIC 
SUT BY TAFT 


Send Soldiers Over Bor- 
der, If Necessary 


February 25.—Presi- 
dent Taft soon may be clothed with 
authority to send American’ troops 
across the Mexican border to quell 
either conditions of anarchy or fight- 
ing which might threaten lives or 
property on this side of the line. 

A resolution probably will be intro- 
duced in the senate shortly, with the 
knowledge of the administration, sim- 
ilar to Senator Stone’s of last May, 
which directed the foreign relations 
committee to ascertain the duty of this 
government in connection with the 
killing of Americans by firing from 
the Mexican side, or it may propose 
to delegate to President Taft authority 
to take whatever steps he may deem 
necessary in an emergency. 

Taft Asked for Authority. 

The proposed resolution is assumed 
to be the direct outcome of the confer- 
ence last night at the white house be- 
tween the President Senators 
Lodge, Bacon and Stone of the foreign 
relations committee, and Senators 
Bailey and Culberson of Texas. The 
president discussed the situation with 
these senators and being without au- 
thority to send troops out of the coun- 
try without authority from congress, 
is believed to have explained that a 
situation might arise wherein it might 
be necessary to cross into Mexico to 
compel the combatants to remove their 
battle ground to a point safe beyond 
the American border. Such an act, it 
was said today, could not be consider- 
ed an invasion nor an act of war as 
there was precedent for the landing of 
marines on foreign territory in the 
absence of troops from the constituted 
government to protect foreign resi- 
dents. 

Ap Encouraging Revebssesent. 

An encouraging development of the 
day, however, was ‘the receipt of dis- 
patches reporting peaceful conditions 
at hitherto doubtful points. State de- 
partment officials tonight also de- 
clareq it did not appear as if any re- 
bellious force would menace Juarez 
and bring about the contingency for 
which precautiag now is being taken.

LETTER OF COLONEL ROOSEVELT 
TO SEVEN G, 0. P, GOVERNORS 

It follows: 

“New York, February 24,—Gentle- 
men: I deeply appfeciate your letter, 
and I realize to the full the heavy 
responsibility it puts upon me, ex- 
pressing as it does, the carefully con- 
sidered convictions of the men elected 
by popular vote to stand as the heads 
of government in their several states. 

“I absolutely agree with you that 
this matter is not one to be decided 
with any reference to the persona) 
preferences or interests of any man, 
but purely from the standpoint of the 
interests of the people as a whole. 

For Rule of the People. 

“I will accept the nomination for 
president if it is tendered to me, and 
I will adhere to this decision until the 
convention has expressed its prefer- 
ence, 

“One of the chief principles for 
which I have stood and for which I 
now stand, and which I have always 
endeavored and always shall endeavor 
to reduce to action, is the genuine 
rule of the people, and therefore [I 
hope that so far as possible the peo- 
ple may be given the chance througn 
direct primaries, to express their pref- 
crence as to who shall bethe nominee

Taft Made No Comment. 

President Taft was given a copy of 
his predecessor's letter, but he would 
make no comment. White house offi- 
cials alsp were reticent, but they made 
no attempt to. disguise their interest. 
The Taft campaign bureau was dark 
tonight, Director William B. McKinley 
having left Washington at noon for 
Chicago. 

The only remark emanating from the 
president during the day that at all 
bore upon the tense political situation 
was made to asenator who asked that 
his name be not used. It was this: 

“I know that we're right and I am 
confident that we will be successful.” 

It has been only in the last fort- 
night that President Taft has been 
willing to admit to his closest friends 
that he believed that Colonel Roose- 
velt would enter the race against him 
for the nomination. It is doubted 
whether up to the late minute he was 
fully convinced that any announcement 
coming from his predecessor would be 
without a string attached. 

Taft is Deeply Hurt. 

That President Taft was deeply hurt 
to learn that from now on he must 
engage in an open contest against the 
man under whom he had served for 
rrany years, became known soon after 
the Roosevelt letter was made public. 

The relations between Colonel Roose- 
selt ang Mr. Taft, when the latter 
served as secretary of war, were ex- 
ceptionally close. For months Pres- 
ident Taft refused to believe that Col- 
onel Roosevelt would oppose him for 
a renomination, and that he was con- 
vinced the colonel would turn a deaf 
ear to all urging that he himself be- 
come a candidate was known to all 
Mr. Taft's friends. The friends have 
pointed out that Secretary of War 
Stimson, who ran for governor of New 
York with Mr. Roosevelt as his most 
conspicuous backer, and also Secretary 
of the Navy Meyer, who was in the 
Roosevelt cabinet, and one of his 
chief’s closest counsellors, were in the 
Taft official family. 

May Smash Taft's Cabinet. 

It has been a matter of everyday 
comment that Secretaries Stimson and 
Meyer have been frequent visitors to 
Col. Roosevelt’s office in New York, 
or his home at Oyster Bay. These 
visits were accepted as proof that Taft 
and Roosevelt were not wholly és- 
tranged. There is a great deal of spec- 
ulation here tonight as to the probable 
attitude of these members of the cab- 
inet. If their support ts given to Col- 
onel Roosevelt, their resignations may 
.be expected. 

So far as Secretary Stimson is con- 
cerned, it is known that he entered 
the Taft cabinet unhampered as to 
any future political activity. Colonel 
Roosevelt is one of the men he is 
known to have consulted before he ac- 
cepted the war portfolio, and it is sald 
upon unquestioned authority that he 
stipulated he should not be expected 
to dao campaign work.

Future Not Well Enough Out-

WATCHING LABOR 


If the English Coal Miners Go 
_.Out the Market for Staple 
le Will Be Affected. 


New Orleans, February 25.—The alt- 
tention of the cotton market the first 
thing this week will be directed to- 
ward the labor situation in England. 
According tothe vote taken among the 
coal miners some time ago, they will 
g° on strike Friday, March 1, unless 
their employers meet their demands. 
The nearness of this date will make 
every move in the conferences held 
by the disputants full of interest to 
the cotton trade. At the close of the 
week opinion among well-posted Eng- 
lish cotton men was about evenly di- 
vided over the probability of the strike 
going into force. 

Should the Strike be put into effect, 
the bears will be given a decided ad- 
vantage, because, to some extent, the 
English cotton mills would be ham- 
pered, after their supplies of fuel gave 
Out at any rate, and home trade in 
cotton goods would be injured, 
through so many men being idle, while 
there would also be danger of sym- 
pathetic strikes among other unions. 
The cotton market is keenly alive to 
the possibilities in the situation in 
England, and nothing but determined 
support will. prevent a decline in 
prices, if the stock is allowed to go 
into effect. 

The trade this week 
know more about the. spot situation. 
With February going out information 
will be desired concerning the extent 
of March spot commitments, The bears 
are already claiming that these com- 
mitments are not extensive and the 
report hag been circulated that ocean 
freight rates out of southern ports are 
easy and lower because of the outlook 
for a smaller export movement of cot- 
ton. Should such reports be found 
correct they might have somé influ- 
ence on the spot markets, although 
the bulls claim that what cotton is 
left in the south is in strong hands. 

The weather will be of enough im- 
portance to have effect on the mar- 
ket, if it is very ‘favorable or the re- 
verse. At the close of last week the 
chances seemed to be that the market 
would open this week with unfavor- 
able reports coming in from a good 
part of the cotton belt. Plowing has 
been delayed by cold and wet weather 
and soOme sections are already com- 
plaining that they ‘will get a late start 
on the new crop in consequence,

READY.TO STRIKE 


There Seems to Be Slight Hope 
Trouble.

London, February 25.—One of the 
largest mine owners in England, who 
has taken part in the conferences with 
tthe government, expressed the opin- 
ion tonight that'the only hope of pre- 
venting a-coal strike, which will in- 
volve more than 800,000 miners, is 
for the government to persuade the 
men to postpone their notices. 

James Haslam, the labor member for 
Derbyshire,. and the agent of the 
Derbyshire Miners’ Association, has 
stated emphatically that this is im- 
possible, as the miners have decided 
to stand’ together, and the Welshmen 
persist in laying @®wn their tools on 
February 29, unless their demands are 
acceded to. 

In other quarters a’ more optimistic 
feeling prevails, based on a lack of 
harmony among the Welsh leaders, 
which may lead to a postponement of 
the notices. It is understood’ that 
Premier Asquith and Chancellor Lloyd- 
George will endeavor to induce the 
miners at Tuesday’s conference to hold 
their notices in abeyance temporarily, 
and the owners to deal with all ques- 
tions which have arisen, except that 
relating to the minimum wage ,at once, 
leaving the latter to be negotiated 
later. 


SCHIFF’S VALET 
GOES FREE TODAY 


Brandt Will Be Released on 
Bail and Tell of Alleged 
Conspiracy. 


New York, February 25.—Folke E. 
Brandt, former valet of Mortimer L. 
Schiff, will be released on $5,000 bail 
tomorrow unless there is a change in 
present plans and on Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday probably will go before. the 
grand jury which is investigating alle- 
gations that his thirty year sentence 
for first degree burglary was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy. 

The order for the accused valet’s re- 
lease -will be signed by Justice Gerard 
immediately after he has filed his de- 
cision granting a writ of habeas cor- 
pus and will remand him for a new 
trial on the first degree burglary 
charge under which he still stands in‘ 
dicted.

to find him employment in Minnesota. 

If any indictments should be found 
by the grand jury for conspiracy, it is 
said, they will be returned by the lat- 
ter part of the week as it is under- 
stood that with the -exception of 
Brandt’s testimony only a few loose 
ends of the evidence need clearing -up. 
Indictments against three persdéns ac- 
cording to latest reports are under 
consideration by the jury.

Superior Court. 


Macon. Ga., February 25.—(Special.) 
Two important murder cases will be 
tried in the superior court beginning 
tomorrow. Johnny B. Jones will be 
tried first. 

Two years ago a police sergeant 
named W. D. Bishop engaged in a 
hand-to-hand struggle with Tom H. 
Jones, a city detective, in a room of a 
tenderloin house. While they were 
Struggling, and while Jones was beat- 
ing Bishop over the head with a pis- 
tol, a shot was fired, and Bishop fell, 
a bullet having entered his brain. A 
roomer who was tying on a bed swore 
pat the trial of Tom Jones that he fired 
the shot, but he said he didn’t do it, 
as his pistol was unloaded, Then 
Johnny B. Jones took the stand and 
admitted firing the Shot. Nevertheless 
Tom Jones was convicted and sen- 
tenced for life. while Johnny B. Jones 
was later indicted, He was tried, a mis- 
trial resulting. This is his second 
trial.
